The Water Unfit to Drink Unless it is Bolled 
—Steam Brought Into Use in Remov- 
ing the Obstructions.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., 
and close morning in 
broke the scene was dismal 
degree. A penctrating drizzle came down 
and made everything wet and slippery. Thou- 
sands of men moved to their places of work 
witha half unwilling manner that argued 


poorly fora heavy day’s work. When the 
Whistle of Cambria shops sounded at 7 o’clock 
this morning the whole place was awake, and 
smoke from many camp fires and burning 
debris made a heavy cloud that rested over the 
entire valley, almost hiding it from view from 
the hills. Soon the entire valley was alive 
with its thousands of busy workmen, aud the 
tenth day of work on this vast undertaking 
was begun. There is little change in the general 
Situation here today, and all the various 
departments are moving along in a manner 


highly satisfactory to the parties in charge, 
The stopping of work by the Cambria com- 
pany yesterday, gave their mena much needed 
rest, and they went to work with much more 
Vigor than men employed on general work. 
The same large crowds were on hand for their 
daily rations, and the various commissary sta- 
tions were the scene of great activity. Great 
quantities of debris which has been loosened 
from above Stone bridge and floated down 
stream have formed a gorge opposite Cambria 
City.and anumber of men were sent there 
today t6 remove this, as it closes the channe! 
stopping the tlow.of waterand rendering very 
difticult the work of removing the wreckage 
at Stone bridge. 
Is the Water Contaminated? 
JOHNSTOWN, June 10,—A physician says the 
hought of drinking water contaminated “by 

the dead bodies of human beings and animals 
is revolting. The clearing of this drift, while 
attended with great difficulty, will be accom- 
plished. The pblished statement that ahimais 
are allowed to float down the river from tie 
drift is positively untrue. 

“The drift pack cannot now be well burned, 
andif it could, it would only be tothe water 
soaked por tion, and this would not release the 
bodies. I saw one portion of the body ofa 
woman taken from this drift alone at the~ 
morgue, where ail the upper are of the body 
had been burned. The peivis and limbs having 
been in the water at the time of the fire were 
not burned. As it is the portion in the water 
that decomposition is likely to contaminate it 
it is evident that burning the drift would 
be of little avail, besides that many of these 
bodies are believed to be held down by masses 
of iron and, therefore, could not be reached by 
firing the drift. There is no use, whatever, in 
attempting to disinfect this drift, and the only 
way to cure the evil is its removal.”’ 

[In conclusion, the doctor said that this re- 
port is confined to the portion covered by Jolins- 
town proper. No attempt has been made to 
tonch upon the general condition of outlying 
Villages, which alsosuffered from the calamity. 
Lhe charitable people of this country ought 
not to cease their contributions of money for 
some weeks to come, and finally that there is 
no danger whatever of a general epidemic.

THE D .AM AGE IN, ILLINOIS 


From the Rains of Last Week ~The Rivers 
Rising. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 10.—Advices from all 
parts of the state indicate great damage from 
the rains of the past week, both to, the grow- 
ing crop and to property 81 ituated afong water- 
courses. Theriver here is out of its banks 
and has done great a to fencing all 
along its course. Fields of corn, wheat and 
oats have been entirely washed out and others 
have been greatly damaged along the Sanga- 
mon river. In White and other counties the 
bottoms are all covered with water 
and hundreds of acres of the 
growing crops are submerged and 
many families have tled to the high lands for 
safety. Clay county suffered greatly, many 
of the farmers’ houses being partly under 
water. Several of the mines are flooded and a 
section of the Chicago and Kast ‘rn Illinois 
railroad is washed out. A gentleman who re- 
turned yesterday from the Oh lo river reports 
that the stream is very high and is rising 
rapidly and that a large amount of wreck: 
from Johnstown fs being brought down. He 
counted several dead animals and saw parts 
of houses that must have belonged tothe un- 
fortunate city. 

A Breeze in New York, 

Urica, N. Y., June 10.—Word was received 
here this morning that a terrific wind storm 
passed through Port Leyden, Lewis county, 
and the lower portion of Jefferson county 
about four o’clock yesterday afternoon, un- 
roofing houses, overturning trees, fences and 
buil ding: and doing much damage. The 
steeple ‘of the Catholic ¢ lurch, at Port Le yden, 
was blown down, and the one on the Metho- 
dist church moved in such a manner as to 
make it dangerous. One house was picked up 
and carried about 100 feet, an old gentleman 
aud lady therein being injured. Most damage 
was done in a path about 80 rods wide through. 
Trees and fences were overturned on a W ide 
territory, Wires are all down, and particulars 
cannot now be obtained. 

The cyclone was caused by storms coming 
from two directions oul uniting north of this 
citv. The general direction was narthwest. 
Every hour brings news of greater destruction 
of property. Only oue fatility is so far re- 
ported, A considerable number of peaple were 
injured.

A FEW JOTTINGS OF CONSTITUTION 
REPORTERS. 


s Thinks There Will Be No Extra 
if Conzress—A Wet Joke— Other Inter- 


. - ; .

“No, I don’t think there will be an extra 
session of congress in October.” 

The speaker was Congressmon George T. 
Barnes, of the 10th. He spent a few hours in 
AVanta on his return from Memphis yester 
day. 

“Why ?’’ he was asked. 

“Well, here are my reasons. The omnibus 
territorial bill passed by the last congress pro- 
vides for the admission of North and South 
Dakota, Washington and Montana territories 
when they shall have complied with the re- 
quirements as to their constitutions, and 
the president has issued his proclamation 
to that effect. They have called elections for 
senators and congressmen in October, and as 
the republican majority in the next house is 
only th ree, and as it seems evident this majority 
will be increased from these new states I 
think the republicans will hesitate about or- 
ganizing until they have a larger majority. 
However, this is only my opinion from a 
political standpoint. There is much work for 
the fifty-tirst congress, and if it is absolutely 
necessary for an extra session to be called I 
hardly think the president would refuse 
on account of the _ politicians, as the 
republican majority is now large enough for 
them to organize the house without very 
much difficulty.’’ 

“Do you think with the small republican 
majority, much work will be accomplished, or 
wili the next session be a continual deadlock 
and wrangle between the two parties ?”’ 

“Hardly that bad, but there will be som 
hot fighting and in my opinion it will com- 
mence on the proposition to change the rules 
of the house. The republicans’ will 
make an effort to do away with the 
present rules under the plea of removing 
obstructions to legislation, but really with the 
view of subjecting the minority to the absolute 
and uncontrolled will of the majority. This 
thing has been fvreshadowed by Toin Reed’s 
article in the Century, in which he reiterates 
the sentiment expressed on the floor of the 
house, that if 100 men are in favor of a meas- 
ure and 9 opposed to it the 09 should go to the 
wall. The enforcement of such principles 
would override the constitutional rights of mi- 
norities in any free form of government, and 
the democrats will see to it that the rules are 
not changed.”’ 

“But will not this precipitate along and 
bitter fight?” 

‘Perhaps it will: but the democrats, as you 
have seen by Mr. Randall’s expression, will 
filibuster the session away before submitting 
to being entirely within the power of their op- 


ponents.”

Both Civiland Criminal Superior Court In Session. 
Judge Van Epps Rules on a Unique and Impor- 
taut Point in Law. 


A case to be @ypoted in future law books was 
brought upin city court yesterday. It wag 
taken from this court and will go tothe su- 
preme court upona ruling of Judge Van Epps. 

The case is interesting for the reason that 
no ruling of the kind was ever made before in 
a Georgia court. It is interesting to Judve 
Strong, late clerk of the superiour court, for 
quite another reason. 

The case in question is a suit for personal in- 
jury, for $10,000, by Major Lowrey against the 
Richmond and Danville railroad. 

The suit was filed in the city court. 
mistake the clerk attached a superior 
process. A copyofthe petition and 
process was served on the defendant, 

At the present term of the city court the de. 
fendant traversed the sheriff's return and made 
a motion to dismiss the suit. 

The evidence adduced on the trial of the 
issue raised by the traverse showed that the 
clerk, then Judge Strong, had detached the 
process originally attached to the petition, 
and in lieu thereof had attached a city court 
process. 

Neither the plaintitt nor the defendant 
knew until May, ’S¥, that such a change had 
been made. 

“If,” said Judge Van Epps with considera. 
ble warmth, “I had known of this during 
Judge Strong’s termin oilice 1 would have 
ordered him to jail. It was bad enongh to 
make the mistake inthe first place. To at- 
tempt to cover that mistake in the way he did 
was simply inexcusable.” 

It so happens that the statute of limitations 
would barthe suitif the original process is 
declared void. 

The counsel for the railroad took the position 
that the process was void because it called 
them to superior court and the process was not 
amendable. 

The plaintiff's counsel held that the paper 

yas regular on its face, that they Knew noth- 
ing about a change, if a change had been 
made, and that it was too late at this term for 
the defendants to file a traverse. They held 
further that the defendant, having acknowl- 
edged the service of the different papers, had 
had suflicient notice that the suit was pending, 
and that the process was not void, but amend- 
able. They asked for an order allowing them 
to perfect the service. 

The order was refused. 

‘The court is obliged to declare the process 
void.” said Judge Van Epps “The plaintiff 
has legal redress against Judge Strong,”’ 

The plaintiff’s counsel then signified their 
intention of carrying the matter to the 
preine court. If the supreme court attirms 
the decision that the process was void, the 
statute of limitation bars the bringing of a 
new sult. 

The plaintiff is crippled for life, but he has 
no redress whatever avainst the railroad that 
crippled him.

Some of these blankets 
were not only infested with lice and covered 
with ordinary dirt, but were greasy, caused by 
the privoners sitgi yon them to eat their two 
qeals.

The prisoners are fed two meals a day of 
yery good and wholesome food, syrup and 
pork, an l flour bread and cotfee in the morn - 
ing, With pork, pea soup and corn bread at 
dinner.
